Porter Charlton to Italy to be tried for 
killing his wife, formerly Mary Scott 
Castle Charlton. will be resisted on the 
ground that the youth is mentally un- 
sound. On the other hand the brother 
of the dead woman. Captain 
Henry 


Harrison Scott, of the coast artillery. 
will do everything In his power to se- 
cure young Charlton's extradition and 
his punishment In Italy for the crime, 
which was a world wide mystery until 
Charlton was arrested on landing here 
yesterday and confessed 
to having 


murdered his bride In their villa on the 
shores of Lake Como. jamming her 
body in a trunk and throwing It Into 
the convenient waters. 


Charlton escaped' the ordeal of ar- 


raignment before Recorder McGovern, 
In Hoboken. his counsel appearing In 
his stead today and obtaining an ad- 
journment of the hearing until next 
Tuesday. The youthful prisoner was 
ordered committed meantime to the 
Hudson county jail In Jersey 
City, 


while officialdom and eminent leg*l 
minds struggled with the problems pre- 
sented by differences between Italian 
and American laws bearing upon ths 
case and the points of the 
federal 


jurisdiction in the matters which re- 
mained to be considered. 


Charlton's 
transfer 
to the Jersey 


City jnll \vns accomplished with celer- 
ity. Pale but self possessed and erect 
In carriage the young prisoner made 
his appearance before an Immense 
crowd which had gathered in front of 
the Hoboken Jail and flanked on either 
side by an officer, walked through a 
long lane of humanity to a closed cab 
in .waiting.

As he emerged from the jail carry- 


Ing a book and a paper, he took a long 
breath of the outer air and then re- 
moved the block derby he was wear- 
Ing and hold It In front of his face as 
a "shield from tho ga*» of the curious 
and from the photographers on tho 
walk to the carriage.'

to the Washington 'authorities who 
would make final determination of the 
matter. 
Scott Wants Justice. 


After the conference Captain Scott, 


who 
was accompanied by 
Attorney 


Fuschs, of New York, \vhom he had ra- 
lained to look after h!s interest talked 
freely of his attitude In connection with 
the 
proceedings 
ngnlnst 
Charlton. 


Captain Scott's voice broke several 
times as he alluded to his sister's tra- 
gic fate. 
"I want to see justice done," was 


the army officer's summing up of his 
attitude, "that Is all I hope fi>r now." 


Cnptain Scott made plain what he 


meant by declaring that he and his le- 
gal adviser would make every effort 
in co-operation with the Italian gov- 
ernment to have Charlton extradited 
and tried In Italy for the crime. 


When Charlton reached the Jail on 


the Jersey City Heights, he was led 
into the office of Sheriff J. J. Kelly. 
where his pedigree was taken and he 
was assigned to cell four in ward three. 
To get to his quarters the refined-ap- 
pearing youth had to elbow hia way 
through a crowd of some 75 miscel- 
laneous prisoners In the ward who paid 
little attention to the new comer. 
Charlton looked around his cell, threw 
down his derby, pulled off his coat and 
then stepped out Into the corridor and 
began pacing up and down. Wttti the 
other prisoners in the ward he Is al- 
lowed to walk the corridor when he 
chooses in the day time. 


Charlton's cell mate is Ultle Barke, 


a safe breaker, servlr^s a seven-year 
sentence.

to be done to a Tibetan, Hootookatoo, 
a high priest of Buddhism, who lost 
his head when he Incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the since deposed Dalai 
Lama, the 
religious 
leader 
of the 


Buddhists, who'fled from Lhassa last 
spring. He is to be reincarnated and 
his titles and wealth restored. 
This 


order in an imperial edict was issued 
today by Prince Chun, 'the regent of 
China. 


The process of reincarnation will be 


similar to that of a dalal lama. 'In- 
fants of a certain blood .displaying 
signs that they possess the same soul 
as did the deceased will be assembled 
and their names written upon slabs of 
wood. These will be placed In a large 
urn of precious metal 'from which the 
high lama will draw by chance one of 
the names. The Identity of the rein- 
carnated will be greeted by the'pop- 
ulace with shouts of joy. 
The edict 


further provides that the sainthood of 
Hootookatoo shall be restored and that 
his treasure confiscated by the dalal 
lama shall be returned to the succeed- 
ing Hootookatoo.

Obedltnt to th« advice of hl» attor- 


ney, R. Floyd Clark, the youth ha« 
stopped talking about blnuelf anfl hj« 
affair* and it was only to hli aaxlou* 
father. Judge Paul Charlton. of Wash- 
ington, who, with careworn Urn*'on 
his face, wa» early on the «c»n«. and 
to hl« legal advisari that Charlton had 
anything to say. His comfort during 
the night was materially Increased by 
the kindness of the Jail offlclftli who, 
when the boy expressed the desire to 
tako a bath, rigged an 
impromptu 


shower In his 
oell 
and 
permitted 


Charlton to Indulge In an unwonted 
luxury for prisoners In 
the 
rather 


meagerly ntted out Hoboken lockup. 


A desire to avoid Capt. Henry ^Har- 


rison Scott, his wife's brother^ and the 
man whose vigilance and resourceful- 
ness played such an Important part In 
Charlton's capture, and a shyness to- 
ward the newspaper 
photographer* 


were apparently still the 
youtbfu 


prisoner's main ooncern as th» 1m 
portant proceedings of the day were 
awaited. 
While much hinged on the attRufle 


of th« Judicial officers In the N«w Xer 
sey- district where the capture wa» 
effected, it was understood before the 
arraignment today that when Charl- 
ton was 'brought into court an ad- 
journment for twenty-four hours, at 
least, would be asked to enable a. bet- 
ter preparation to be made for Oharl- 
ton's defense. 
Forces Ar» Imposing. 


A rather imposing marshalling o£ 


forces on both sides was indicated. It 
was undemtood that 
former State 


Senator W. D. Edwards had been re- 
tained to assist in Oharlton's defense, 
while on the other side were found 
Italian officials who were expected to 
ask Charlton's extradition to Italy to 
be tried for the murder of his wife. 
Here from Washington to appear in 
the case wa« the Marquis Di Mon- 
tagliari, charge d'affaires of the Ital- 
ian embassy, who had with him the 
Italian vice consul In New York, Gus- 
tavo Dl Rosa. 
It was expected opposition to Chan-, 


ton's extradition would largely hinge 
on the young man's 
physical 
and 


mental condition. "A consumptive boy 
whose actions point to an 
unsound 


mind" was the way tho prisoner was 
characterized by his father. ' Proof of 
such a condition of 
affairs, it was 


thought in some quarters, might even 
influence the Italian 
government to 


forego an extradition demand and was 
considered certain In any 
event 
to 


weigh heavily with the action to be 
taken upon any such demand by the 
Washington authorities. 


Relatives Say He U Insane. 


Friends and relatives of Charlton 


reiterated today their conviction that 
while many 
circumstances 
of 
the 


crime pointed strongly to 
irration- 


ality on the young man's part, his ac- 
tions n.ftcr the commission of 
the 


murder, particularly In his night to 
this country and his attitude on his 
arrival, offered what they considered 
conclusivo proof of his mental un- 
soundness. 
Lest Charlton might make an at- 


tempt on his own life, a close guard 
wa* kept upon his oell all la«t night. 
By the doorman'* testimony, however, 
the pro»«outlon was useless. 
Charl- 


ton's Blumber wan uninterrupted, the 


d *aia. the youth hardly turning 


In his cot. 
Eager t* Read About 8»lf. 


Whatever 
nervousness 
Charlton 


might have felt over the ordeal of his 
arraignment did not affect his early 
routine of preparation for the day. Im- 
mediately after rising he took another 
bath under the big dlshpan that had 
been punched full of holes, hung from 
the celling of his cell and filled out of 
a hose attachment. He emerged re- 
freshed and cheerful appearing and 
with a hearty appetite for his break- 
fast of eggs, coffee, rolls and cereal. 


Then Charlton did another charac- 


teristic thing. He sent out for all the 
papers and read with evident eager- 
ness'every story of his own crime that 
he could get hold of. The youth was 
occupied thus until well along toward 
time for the convening ot court. Mean- 
time a big crowd gathered outside the 
city 'hall, where police headquarters. 
Jail and court room are grouped to- 
gether in a convenient Jumble. A po- 
liceman at the door of the building 
kept Uie throngs back. 
Insanity to Be Defense. 


An indication of the likely proced- 


ure was 'given by R. Floyd Clark 
Charlton's counsel, who said that In 
the event 
the Italian 
government 


moves for an extradition It will be two 
weeks before the papers can reach 
this country. 
In the meantime Mr 


Clark said an Inquiry will be made in- 
to Porter Charlton's sanity. 


Police Surgeon Wm. J. Arlitz, of Ho- 


boken made an examination of Charl- 
ton this morning in the Jail, after 
which he made the following state- 
ment: 
"I see signs ot Insanity, but I do not 


care to discuss it any further. 
I have 


been "engaged by Judge Charlton to act 
as one of the alienists on behalf of the 
defense. 
I examined young Charlton 


last night and again this morning." 


When one of the police officers hand- 


ed Charlton a newspaper which print- 
ed his picture this morning the officer 


remarked: 
"You're in n. pretty tight 


place, boy." 


Might Be Wen*. 


Oharlton languidly accepted the pa- 


per and remarked with an easy air: 
Oh, It might be worse. 
I am not 


worrying." 


Gustavo Dl Hosa, Italian vice con- 


sul at New York, preliminary to the 
examination ot Charlton In court, held 
a long conference with Chief of Po- 
lice Hayes. 
Charlton's examination 


was delayed by the late arrival ot ex- 
State Senator Edwards, of counsel for 
the young man. 


The dingy little court room In Ho- 


boken. \^here Charlton was arraigned, 
was packed to suffocation. 
One or 


two longshoremen who had spent la:e 
hours in bacchanalian eccentricities. 
were arraigned and sentenced before 
Chnrlton was brought into court. 


Mr. Edwards arrived shortly after 


10 o'clock and 'at once got into con- 
ference with Chief Hayes. With the 
doors of the court roo\n opened only 
Consul Dl Rosa, Mr. Edwards, Prose- 
cutor Garven and the chief of police 
entered ajpd walked up to the judge's 
bench. Afirlton was not with them 


•taring ia Postponed. 


Mr. Effwards 
addressing Recorder 


McGovern. said he just had been call- 
ed into the case and had not had time 
to make himself acquainted with its 
intricacies. He thought an adjourn- 
ment would be agreeable to all con- 
cerned and asked the court to carrj 
the case over a. few days. Prosecutor 
Garven offered no objection and the 
court ordered the case adjourned unti 
Thursday at 10 o'clock. 


The question 
of what disposition 


should be made of Charlton 'was dis- 
cussed at some length and it was fin- 
ally decided to 
commit him to the 


county jail In Jersey City. Charlton 
was brought into the sheriff's office, 
where meanwhile Captain Scott, ac- 
companied by his legal adviser, Mr. 
Fuchs, ot New York, had appeared. 
United States Commissioner Russ, it 
was said, was expected to join the con- 
ference 
in

chief's office.
